the spread of diseases and internal 
parasites inevitable. Tio combat dis- 
eases and especially the spreading of 
internal parasites, a yearly changing 
of the rearing ground is essential. 

The sooner farmers and especially 


those who are specializing in poultry- 


farming realize, the necessity for 
giving poultry a place in the regular 
crop rotation, the sooner will these 
troubles be under control.

If the farmers of the prairie 
provinces would give up the idea of 
trying to produce ‘more, or trying to 
increase their herds and flocks and 
give their time to producing quality 
and culling their stock rigidly the 
profits from farming would double in 
a very short time. Never lose sight

WORDS FAIL ME 


“Words fail to express just how I 
feel,” is a very common saying, and 
when a speaker makes such a state- 
ment he wishes to leave the impres- 
sion that there aren’t any words~in 
the English language that will give 
the meaning he wishes .to convey, But 
when we consider that there are six 
hundred thousand words in the lan- 
guage we know that he means there 
are not enough words in‘his vocabu- 
lary to tell us how he feels, and it is 
he, not the words, that fail. 

The next time you hear any one 
complaining of the poverty of the 
English language, suggest that he 
study the synonyms of the word 
“flock” or any word sjgnifying a col- 
lection or assemblage of units. He 
may speak of a bunch of girls or a 
flock of boats, but both are wrong. It 
should be a bevy of girls and a fleet 
boats. Furthermore a fleet of 
sheep isa‘ flock,*a’flock ‘of wolves a 
pack, a pack of cattle a drove, a drove 
of thieves a gang, a gang of warriors 
a host, a host of porpoise a school. 
A school of fish is called a shoal, 
and a shoal of deer a herd. A herd 
of children is called a troop, while 
a troop of swans is called a white- 
ness; and a whiteness of geese is a 
gaggle, and aigaggle of brant is call- 
ed a gang, and-a gang of ducks a 
team. A team of herons is called a 
sedge, and a sede of quail a flock, 
while a flock of larks is called an ex- 
altation, and-an exultation of peacocks 
is called a strut. A strut of beauties 
is called a galaxy, a galaxy of ruf- 
fians a horde, a horde of rubbish is 
called a heap, and a heap of black- 
guards a mob. A mob of ;worshippers 
is called a’ congregation, and a congre- 
gation of soldiers is called a corps, 
while a corps of sailors is a crew, 


jJand a crew of pirates is called a band, 


and a band of bees a swarm, while a 
swarm of people is called a crowd. 
Thus we see that we must be very 
careful in choosing our words, for in 
such a simple word as the name of a 
group or collection there is great dan- 
ger of error. But in abstract nouns 
and certain adjectives the possibility 
of using a word which does not bring 
out the exact meaning is even greater,

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ITEMS OF INTEREST 
FROM NEAR AND FAR 


There were 12,000 public health 
nurses available in the United States, 
but it is argued that is a properly co- 
ordinated health program is to be 
carried out there will be ‘a need of 
no less than 60,000 nurses. Yet it is 
probable that the cost of this work 
would be much more than met by the 
saving in the nation’s sick-bill. 

Last year more than §,600 negro 
students were enrolled in the colleges 
and universities of the United States, 
and during the year 1,300 students re- 
ceived college degrees varying from 
B.A. to Ph.D. The number of annual 
negro graduates has increaséd about 
300 per cent in three years. 


Mr. G. &. MelIntosh, Dominion fruit 
commissioner, is responsible for the 
statement that “no other country pro- 
duces as high a percentage of com- 
mercial apples as Canada, Out of our 
total crop fully 80 per cent falls in 
the graded commercial class, as com- 
pared with but 60 per cent in the 
United States, the next highest coun- 
try.” This is better than most of us 
had thought. 


The wolves we have yet with us. 
Last year the Ontario government paid 
out $51,994 in bounties for the de- 
struction of 3,819 wolves, young and 
old. In 1923 we paid out $53,217 and 
there were only 1,904 wolves destroy- 
ed, On the face of it this looks like 
an jncrease in the number of wolves 
in the country, but we hope that it 
signifies, rather, more successful 
methods of destroying them. The 
less wolves we have the better we 
shall be pleased. 


Canada’s two great railway sys- 
tems had a good year in 1926, the 


Canadian National having net earn- 
ings of $46,400,000, while the Cana- 
dian Pacific showed a net profit. of 
$44,945,126. And it was only 1922 
when the Canadian National showed 
a profit of merely $2,886.711. This is 
surely rather encouraging for our 
sreat national railway, the greatest 


experiment in publicly owned — rail- 
ways in the world. 
If bigness counts, then London 


surely must be a very great city. The 
ancient city ‘was about a mile square. 
Then it spread until greater London 
covered 117 square miles. But it kept 
on growing and reached the figure of 
692 square miles, and now threatens 
to include the so-called home coun- 
ties, which will give it an area of 
4,758 miles, The population in 1921 
| Was nearly 7,500,000 and the popula- 
ion of the administrative county was 
4,500,000, yet the death rate was only 
11.9 in 1925, as against New York's 
rate of 12.23.
